LONDON, July 14.—Outlook for 
lasting peace in Ireland is brighter 
than It has ever been in history de­ 
clared Eamonn De Valera, the Irish 
republican leader, as he was about 
to enter into conference today with 
Premier Lloyd-George in an attempt 
to find a basis for an adjustment 
of the Irish problem. 
Asked what he considered was 
the prospect of settlement 
being 
brought about by the conference Mr. 
De Valera answered: ‘’The outlook 
Is brighter than it ever was before 
in history. 
“I am sure,** he added, “that the 
condition in England and Ireland is 
right for peace. The only thing that 
is necessary now is for us to get 
down to rock bottom.” 
It was the first time Mr. De Val­ 
era had spoken for the public since 
his arrival in 
London 
Tuesday 
evening. 
“This is simply a private confer­ 
ence 
with 
Premier 
Lloyd-George 
instead of a long range bombard­ 
ment to see what can be done at 
close quarters,** said the republican 
leader, who was in a bright anc 
cheerful mood in talking with the 
correspondents. 
“I have been told," 
he 
said, 
“that you have been rather disap­ 
pointed in my not talking more 
freely with you but I am sure you 
quite understand the difficulties of 
the moment. I have come to tea 
yod that it is not that I do not) 
wish to say a number of things to 
the people of Great Britain, but 
that the moment is not opportune 
for it. 
"Von Most Know Irish Need.** 
“As far as I can see from the 
press here, which I have studied 
very carefully, there is no country 
in the world which needs more to 
be told the needs and aspirations 


of the Irish people and the right 
and logic of their case than your 
own people. 
“I should be glad indeed to put 
the case before your people but 
as I am putting it before the rep 
resentatives of your nation, I think 
it unwise to put it before the pub­ 
lic.** 
Asked whether he would insist on 
the discussion in London being fully 
published, Mr. De Valera employed 
President Wilson’s phrase, declaring 
that he personally was in favor of 
“open covenant, openly arrived at. 
It was announced from De Val­ 
era’s headquarters that this after­ 
noon’s conference would take the 
form of a personal interview be­ 
tween the British prime minister 
and Mf. De Valera, no one else be­ 
ing present.
